Section I. General Conditions : 

I (I) The Yen Credit of 9.581 billion extended 
by the Oveiseas Economic Cooixtratioii Fund of 
Japan (OECF) for financing the im|x>rt require¬ 
ments of tlte relecommnnicaLions Project of ,ihe 
Department of Telecommunications is untied in 
favour of Japan tmd developing coitntries. Ac¬ 
cordingly tlie gfKtds and servtres to be procured 
under this Credit can be imported from Japan 
and all countries enumerated in the list at An- 
nexure-I which will be eligible source countries 
under die credit. 

I (ii) Import Licence (s) under the Credit can 
be issued only for such items and for such v.due 
as have been specifically cleaied by the DC'1'D|CC 
Committee. The value of import licence (s) issued 
under this credit should not exceed Wn 10.540 
Billion (CIF) . 

lire rupee value of the import licence shall be 
deterniined with reference to the exchange raic 
notified by the Department of Revenue (C.ustoms) 
and prevailing o!i the date of issue of the import 
licence and indicated in the body of ihe import 
licence (s) as per para 2 of die Public Notice 
No, 78-Il'C(PN) ]74 dated the 6th June, 1974 i.ssued 
by the CCl&E, which also enjoins that the Customs 
Authorities and the authorised dealers in foreign 
exchange will make debits to the value of the 
licence (.s) at the exchange rate s]>ecified on the 
import licence (s) .

1 (iv) Depending on the convenience of Deptt. ot 
Telecommunications more than one import licence 
may be issued under iliis credit, but the total value 
must not exceed 10.540 Billion (CIF) as specified 
at I (ii) above. 

1 (v) The extension of the validity of die im- 
]X)it licence, may on applicaiion by Deptt. of Tele¬ 
communications be griuitecl for a further period of 
12 months. Rtquest for further extensionjissue of 
fresh import licence, if any, should be referred to 
the Department ol Economic Affairs (Japan Section). 

I (vi) Iiii]jorts to be financed under the credit 
are restricted to the list of gcxids and services attach¬ 
ed to the imjiort licence, duly attested by the liceru- 
iiig anthoriLies. 

1 (vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
pennilled against the import licence. Any payment 
towards Indian Agent's comjnission should be 
made in India rupees to the agents in India. Such 
paymenu, however, will form part of the licence 
value and will, therefore be charged to the licence. 

1 (viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB basis 
on the overseas supplier located in the countries 
iiiciitioncil in Annexure-1 and sent lo the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs ([apan Section) within 
4 months from the date Ol issue of the import licence, 
Freiglii and insurance diarijcs will be payable in 
India in Indian riqrees, ‘‘Finn orders" means pur¬ 
chase orders placed by the Indian licensee on die 
overseas 'supplier duly signed by the letter of purchase 
coniract duly signed by both the Indian importer and 
the overseas suppliers. Orders on Indian Agents of 
oveiseas suppliers and|or order confii'matioii of such 
Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

1 (ix) This condition of die placement of con¬ 
tracts within 4 mondis period wifi be treated as not 
having been complied with unless complete con¬ 
tract (locuments reach the Ministry of Fimmce, De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) 
within four months from die date of issue of the 
impoit licence. If film orders as explained in para 
I (viii) above cannot be placed within four months 
for valid reasons, the licensee should submit the im¬ 
port licence to the concerned licensing autlioritic.s 
given- reasons why ordering could not be completed 
within tour months. Such rec[uesLs for extension in 
the ordering period will be con.sidered on merit 
by the licensing authorities who may grant exiension 
upto a further maximum ]icriod of 4 months. If, 
however, extension is sought beyond 8 months from 
the dale of issue of the import licence such proposals 
will invariably be referretf by the licensing authori¬ 
ties to the Department of Economic Affairs (Japan 
Section), Ministry of Finance, Nordi Block, New 
Delhi who will consider .such extension on the merits 
of each case and communicate their decision to the 
licensing authorities for communication to the 
licensee. Only on production by the licensee of a

I (x) All payments must be completed within 4 
months from the expiry of the import licence. Indi¬ 
vidual payments must be arranged upon shipment 
of goods, line contract should provide for pay¬ 
ment on cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping 
documents. No credit facility of any kind will be 
permitted to be availed of by the Indian importer 
from the overseas supplier. The contract should 
provide for the period of delivery of goods as 
follows :—

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should, 
be noted that this date should not be beyond 
30-6-1990, 

Section—II Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a Supply contract., 

II (i) The FOB value of the contract should be 
expressed in YEN (Fraction of Yen should be omit¬ 
ted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, 
if any, which would be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be 
expressed in Indian rupees or in any other cur¬ 
rency. The puicli.ase order and the supplier’s order 
confirmation should be in English only. 

II (ii) Procurement of all goods and sources to 
be financed out of the proceeds of the loan shall be 
made in accordance witli the g'uidelines for procure¬ 
ment under the loan with the following supplemental 
stipulations :—
